Thie Chart of the World is drawn upon an entirely new projection, deained by the Her. James Gall, and 
it the ooIt Bfap ever published ezhibitinK the whole surface of the Globe. The Projection is on the 
CylindrieaJ Principle, and poeaesafs striking and important advantages over that of Merealor*s. The 
degreea of latitude are projected stereographlcally; the longtilude is rectided at the 48th parelells ; and 
eireular diagrams show the cooveagcnce of the Polar Regions. A tingle glance will show the superiority of 
this projection over that of Mercator for educational purposes. In ftfereator*s, the geographical features and 
comparative areas are preatly miirep res e nted, while a large portion of the Map is occupied by the Polar 
Regions, magnifled, distorted, and incomplete. In this Msp the geographical features are not so much 
distorted, the comparative areas >re much more conserved, and the necewary distortion of the Polar Regions 
is rvcti6<*d bv means of the circular diagrams. The Map is designed to supersede to some extent the use of 
spmal WaiUMaps of the Continents. The scale is such as to allow of all the chief Physical and Geogra- 
phical features of the various countries being efficiently shown. The boundaries of the states are accurately 
defined and brought out by distinct colours, while care has been taken to mve tkose names and details 
generally required in the usual course of instruction excepting in the British Isisnd and Central Europe, 
vhete greater minutiee are required than can be shown in a general map. There are also introduced many 
hnporttnt as well as interesting features Ulustrativs of Physical Geography and Conuatree, aueh as (ho 
Cttirents, Steamer Routes, Limits of Habitations, Trots, Iceberg, Ac.
